Evangelizing  Committee 

Your  Evangelizing  Committee  calls  attention,  first  to  the  rec- 
ommendation of  last  year's  committee,  that,  "We  recommend  the 
cooperation  of  our  churches  in  carrying  out  the  specific  object- 
ives of  the  Crusade,  namely:  Recruitment,  Evangelism,  Church 
Schools,  Christian  Homes,  Trained  Leaders,  Stewardship,  College 
Students,  Student  Work,  Cooperation  in  Interdenominational 
Work,  New  Churches,  Rural  Churches,  and  City  Churches.  While 
the  rest  of  these  objectives  are  closely  interlocked  with  Evan- 
gelism, your  committee  recommends  that  the  objective  on  Evan- 
gelism be  accepted  as  the  working  program  of  evangelism  for 
our  churches  for  the  duration  of  the  Crusade."  "That  in  accord 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Crusade  each  congregation 
determine  its  share  of  the  evangelistic  goal,  organize  for  the 
task,  and  seek  to  win  a  definite  proportion  of  its  goal  for  each 
year." 

In  connection  with  the  Crusade  goal  of  200  new  churches 
established  in  strategic  and  needy  fields,  your  committee  further 
recommends  that  this  emphasis  be  continued  in  close  coopera- 
tion with  our  state  service.  Thus,  we  urge  the  establishment  of 
nev/  work  in  areas  that  are  strategically  located  and  the  reviving 
of  those  churches  that  are  closed  for  lack  of  a  ministry.  There- 
fore, we  urge  that  no  minister  of  a  church  be  satisfied  to  allow 
a  neighbor  church  to  remain  without  services  or  be  closed  for 
lack  of  a  regular  pastor.  In  this  respect  we  feel  that  each  con- 
gregation and  each  minister  consider  themselves  as  frontier 
scouts  in  their  local  areas,  both  to  work  and  to  report  their  prog- 
ress and  findings  to  the  state  secretary.  We  feel  that  the  future 
success  of  our  program  will  be  greatly  determined  by  the  num- 
ber and  especially  the  caliber  of  our  ministers  and  educational 
workers,  therefore,  we  urge  that  our  churches  spend  every  effort 
possible  to  win  young  men  and  young  women  to  full-time  Chris- 
tian service.  In  order  that  we  carry  out  these  objectives  we 
recommend  that  a  full  time  evangelist  be  employed  to  work 
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under  the  direction  cf  the  State  Board  in  order  to  enter  new  fields 
and  revive  dying  churches.  We  further  recommend  that  the 
State  Board  give  immediate  attention  to  these  recommendations 
so  that  as  far  as  possible  they  may  be  put  into  operation.  We 
also  recommend  that  student  centers  in  our  state  be  given  fav- 
orable consideration  by  our  State  Board  for  intensive  cultivation.

(6)  Since  the  college  will  receive  a  substantial  share  of  the 
receipts  from  the  Crusade,  we  recommend  that  all  churches  ac- 
quaint themselves  thoroughly  with  the  possibilities  and  needs 
of  Atlantic  Christian  College. 

(7)  We  appeal  to  all  of  our  churches  to  make  provision  for 
the  observance  of  Christian  Higher  Education  Sunday  the  third 
Sunday  in  January,  j  948. 

(8)  We  urge  all  churches  to  increase  their  contributions  to 
the  Maintenance  Fund  of  the  College  to  help  meet  the  rising 
costs  of  operation.

Resolutions  Committee 
We  submit  the  following: 

1.  Our  hearts  have  been  made  glad  by  the  privilege  of  assem- 
bly with  First  Christian  Church  of  Asheville.  We  express  our 
gratitude  to  the  congregation,  the  local  Convention  committees, 
and  the  pastor,  W.  T.  Nichols,  for  the  thoughtful  preparation 
made  prior  to  our  coming,  and  for  the  gracious  extension  of 
Christian  courtesy  and  adequate  provision  during  our  stay. 

2.  We  have  been  pleased  with  the  reporting,  both  verbal  and  pic- 
torial, done  on  our  behalf  by  The  Asheville  Times  and  The  Asheville 
Citizen.  We  recognize  with  sincere  thanks  the  contribution  of  these 
newspapers. 

3.  It  is  our  delight  to  express  hearty  appreciation  of  the 
labors  of  all  those  who  have  brought  spiritual  richness  to  our 
program.  The  musicians  of  the  host  church  merit  special  men- 
tion for  their  lovely  renditions.  The  following  speakers  from 
outside  the  state  receive  our  continuing  thanks  for  all  that  they 
have  put  into  our  lives:  Dwight  E.  Stevenson,  John  H.  Booth, 
Kenneth  Potee,  Mrs.  Sam  Matthews,  Miss  Edith  Eberle,  Kenneth 
B.  Bcwen,  W.  B.  Clemmer,  Lamar  Hocker,  and  J.  Warren  Hast- 
ings. 

4.  Recognizing  the  fruitful  opportunity  for  advance  which 
the  Crusade  for  a  Christian  World  gives  us,  we  urge  every  one 
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of  our  churches  in  North  Carolina  to  persevere  until  Crusade 
goals  are  accepted,  and  then  to  move  militantly  ahead  in  reach- 
ing these  goals. 

5.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  transfers  of  membership  will  be- 
come more  prevalent  as  increasing  numbers  of  Disciples  are 
located  and  restored  to  active  status,  we  urge  that  each  church 
receiving  members  by  statement  shall  be  faithful  in  notifying 
immediately  the  church  from  which  these  persons  are  moving 
their  membership. 

6.  Since  one  third  of  the  Negro  Disciples  in  the  United  States 
live  in  North  Carolina,  we  renew  our  action  of  last  year  in  rec- 
ommending that  the  proposed  benevolent  home  for  Disciple 
Negroes  be  located  in  North  Carolina. 

7.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  W.  Cowell  have 
offered  to  give  a  desirable  tract  of  thirty-five  or  more  acres  in 
Eastern  North  Carolina  for  development  into  a  camp  site,  we 
recommend  that  this  gift  be  received  with  abundant  thanks  to 
the  donors.  We  recommend  that  the  State  Board,  in  cooperation 
with  our  North  Carolina  Christian  Educational  Commission  and 
the  North  Carolina  Woman's  Christian  Missionary  Society,  ap- 
point a  Conference  Grounds  Committee  for  the  development  of 
this  property;  the  Committee  to  be  comprised  of  the  executive 
officers  of  the  three  above-mentioned  organizations,  the  donors 
of  the  land,  the  pastor  of  Bethany  Church  at  Arapahoe,  and  such 
other  persons  as  this  Committee  may  recommend. 

8.  The  American  Bible  Society,  through  its  faithful  work, 
commends  itself  to  all  who  desire  to  see  the  Christian  Scriptures 
distributed  in  every  language.  We  urge  each  church  to  cooperate 
with  the  Society  in  the  Bible  Reading  Campaign  each  year  from 
Thanksgiving  until  Christmas,  and  to  contribute  a  worthy  sum 
toward  this  work  of  printing  and  distributing  the  Bible. 

9.  Since  the  Crusade  for  a  Christian  World  makes  strong 
emphasis  upon  renewed  efforts  for  Christian  Unity,  we  heartily 
endorse  the  work  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America,  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  We  ask 
all  of  our  churches  to  give  moral  and  financial  support  to  these 
cooperative  enterprises. 

10.  Inasmuch  as  the  women  of  our  churches  are  well  organ- 
ized, and  the  possibility  for  organization  of  men  has  been  upper- 
most in  our  minds  for  years,  we  commend  the  program  of  the 
Lawmen's  League  to  men  in  our  North  Carolina  churches.  W^e 
recommend  that  th?  State  Board  and  the  District  Unions  work 
together  in  aggressive  promotion  of  Laymen's  Leagues  in  local 
churches. 

11.  In  view  of  the  distressing  needs  of  millions  of  men,  wo- 
men and  children  who,  in  scores  of  countries  across  the  world, 
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are  forced  to  live  without  even  the  simplest  necessities  of  life — 
deprived  of  sufficient  food,  adequate  clothing,  shelter  and  fuel, 
and  even  the  comfort  and  help  of  religious  guidance  and  fellow- 
ship; and  because  we  in  North  Carolina  have  all  these  in  abund- 
ance, let  us,  therefore,  resolve  here  to  support  in  every  way  pos- 
sible the  work  of  overseas  relief  being  carried  on  by  the  churches, 
(and  especially  in  this  state),  by  active  participation  in  the  state- 
wide material  aid  drive,  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Council 
of  Churches  to  be  held  January  25-31,  1948.

Temperance  and  Social  Welfare  Committee 

I.  Temperance 

The  Committee  on  Temperance  and  Social  Welfare  is  indebted 
to  the  committee  of  1946  for  a  splendid  work  done  and  we  urge 
the  rereading  of  that  committee  report  as  found  on  pages  9,  10, 
11  and  12  of  the  1947  year  book  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian 
Missionary  Convention.  Especially  do  we  suggest  that  the  pro- 
gram of  education  on  temperance  be  carried  out  as  recorded  in 
paragraph  3,  items  (a)  to  (f )  of  that  report. 

We  suggest  further  that  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  prog- 
ress in  the  program  of  working  for  the  elimination  of  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  alcohol  of  the  American  economy.  Therefore, 
wherever  and  whenever  an  advance  may  be  gained  we  urge  our 
church  constituency  to  take  advantage  of  it.  This  opportunity 
is  particularly  observable  in  the  field  of  improved  methods  of 
temperance  education  which  is  the  most  effective  means  of  secur- 
ing the  gains  we  cherish.  An  opportunity  is  also  found  in  the 
ballot  in  local  communities  where  the  question  of  local  option 
is  being  considered.  Since  to  share  in  any  vote  for  the  manufac- 
ture and  sale  of  legt^lized  liquors  in  any  form  serves  to  make  the 
voter  "particeps  criminis,"  participant  in  the  consequences  of 
such  manufacture  or  sale,  we  urge  all  the  members  of  our 
churches  always  to  vote  against  any  legalized  system  of  making 
or  selling  intoxicants. 

We  would  urgently  call  to  the  attention  of  all  patriotic  Ameri- 
cans and  especially  all  Christians  in  the  United  States  the  deadly 
sin  of  economic  waste  such  as  the  8  billion  dollars  for  intoxi- 
cating liquors  in  1946  when  the  world  is  in  such  dire  need  of 
food  and  sustenance  as  it  is  right  now.    We  urge  further  that 
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all  the  members  of  our  churches  be  encouraged  to  refrain  from 
drinking  intoxicants  at  all  times  and  in  all  places,  since  public 
and  private  drinking  on  the  part  of  Christian  constituents  is  a 
tremendous  obstacle  in  the  development  of  a  temperate  nation. 

II.   Social  Welfare 

In  the  field  of  social  welfare  we  commend  again  the  rel)ort  of 
this  committee  for  the  year  1946  as  carried  in  the  1947  year  book 
of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Missionary  Convention  on  pages 
11  and  12.  Especially  would  we  call  attention  to  the  items  on 
lynching,  mob  law,  divorce. 

A  Christian  is  a  citizen  of  two  worlds — namely  the  church  and 
the  state.  It  is  paramount  in  Christian  teaching  that  the  Chris- 
tian's first  loyalty  is  to  his  God;  it  is  never  to  be  overlooked  that 
he  should  also  assume  a  responsibility  for  the  welfare  of  the 
state. 

The  Christian  by  his  nature  and  by  all  his  training  hates  war, 
and  throws  the  full  force  of  his  life  against  it.  It  causes  the 
American  Christian  no  little  concern,  however,  to  recall  that 
unpreparedness  has  almost  cost  us  our  most  precious  liberties 
twice  within  this  one  generation.  If  it  is  true  that  "the  powers 
that  be  are  ordained  of  God,"  then  it  becomes  incumbent  upon 
every  citizen.  Christian  and  non-Christian  alike,  to  protect  and 
defend  the  framework  of  government  in  which  his  privileges  are 
preserved  and  guaranteed.  We  recommend  that  our  national 
leaders  through  voluntary  enlistment  see  to  it  that  we  are  ade- 
quately protected  and  prepared  to  defend  our  Christian  democ- 
racy against  all  potential  enemies.  In  this  we  do  not  propose, 
by  any  means  whatever,  to  lend  influence  to  that  military-mind- 
edness  which  leads  to  aggression  and  conquest.  We  recommend 
further  the  increasing  propaganda  of  peace  and  the  pursuance 
of  all  plans  of  international  cooperation  and  conference  in  order 
that  we  may  allay  the  Third  World  War  hysteria  so  prevalent 
in  many  quarters  today.

Educational  Commission 

We  submit  the  following: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Christian  Education 
Commission  on  November  29-30,  1946,  the  following  officers 
were  named:     Norman  F.  Matthews,  Winston-^Salem,  re-elected 
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chairman;  A.  M.  Fountain,  Raleigh,  elected  vice-chairman;  H.  E. 
Ricks,  Kinston,  secretary.  Cecil  A.  Jarman,  Wilson  pastor,  was 
named  state  chairman  of  adult  work,  and  Byron  Carlisle,  now 
pastor  at  Wilmington,  was  re-appointed  chairman  of  youth  work. 

During  the  year  now  closing,  the  work  of  the  Commission  has 
been  carried  forward  under  the  leadership  of  these  officers,  the 
other  members  of  the  Commission,  and  the  director,  Thomas  P. 
Inabinett. 

The  Commission  is  pleased  to  report  that  in  January,  1947, 
the  state  director  was  able  to  secure  an  office  in  Planter's  Bank 
Building  in  Wilson,  where  he  now  maintains  the  state  director's 
headquarters  at  106  Planter's  Bank  Building.  Within  the  past 
month,  the  installation  of  a  telephone  has  been  secured.  The 
mailing  address  continues  as  heretofore,  P.  O.  Box  144,  Wilson, 
N.  C. 

During  the  past  year,  the  work  of  the  Commission  has  advanced 
along  many  lines.  Among  the  major  achievements  were:  (1)  the 
holding  of  two  Youth  Conferences  with  a  total  enrollment  of 
222  as  compared  with  a  total  of  212  last  year;  (2)  Three  Inter- 
mediate Camps  with  a  total  camper  enrollment  of  226  as  com- 
pared with  a  total  of  20  2  last  year;  (3)  an  Adult  Conference  with 
64  students  as  compared  with  48  the  previous  year.  The  Adult 
Conference  program  has  been  developed  so  as  to  make  possible 
the  awarding  of  regular  leadership  training  credit;  (4)  The 
inauguration  of  the  first  annual  Laboratory  Training  School  for 
teachers  of  children  with  an  enrollment  of  23  student-teachers. 
The  total  enrollment  of  students  in  these  summer-time  activities 
was  53  5,  not  counting  faculty  and  counselors.  This  represents 
over  1.5%  of  our  membership  in  this  area. 

The  Commission  sponsored  a  series  of  local  church  visitations 
by  Miss  Imo  Evans,  Sunday  School  consultant,  during  the  month 
of  February  with  visits  of  one  or  more  days  to  ten  churches.  In 
connection  with  her  visit.  Miss  Evans  and  the  state  director 
assisted  in  two  training  schools.  He  acted  as  resource  leader  in 
three  youth  planning  retreats.  The  work  of  Christian  Education 
has  been  presented  through  the  District  Conventions  and  through 
the  ten  One-Day  Fellowship  Meets,  and  in  50  Churches  visited 
by  the  director.  Other  members  of  the  Commission  and  repre- 
sentatives from  Adult  and  Young  People's  Conferences  have  pre- 
sented the  cause  of  religious  education  in  additional  churches 
and  district  meetings.  A  "Fellowship  of  Superintendents"  was 
inaugurated  by  Mr.  Norman  F.  Matthews,  state  chairman  of 
general  administration.  Several  meetings  of  superintendents 
have  been  held  in  some  sections  of  the  state. 

Three  Intermediate-Camp  directors  and  the  state  director  at- 
tended the  national  planning  meeting  for  Intermediate  Camps. 
One  Adult  Conference  faculty  member,  in  addition  to  the  director, 
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attended  a  national  planning  session  in  relating  the  Adult  Con- 
ference to  the  Crusade.  The  director  attended  a  regional  plan- 
ning conference  for  Laboratory  Training  Schools,  and  a  work- 
shop on  the  use  of  Visual  Aids  in  Religious  Education. 

Mr.  Matthews  attended  the  Curriculum  Committee  meeting  in 
Indianapolis,  Ind.,  and  the  state  was  represented  at  the  Interna- 
tional Christian  Youth  Fellowship  Commission  meeting  in  Em- 
poria, Kansas,  by  the  President  of  the  Eastern  North  Carolina 
Youth  Conference,  and  by  two  other  youth  delegates  and  a  fac- 
ulty member  at  the  Southern  Regional  Planning  Conference  of 
the  United  Christian  Youth  Movement  at  Pleasant  Hill,  Tenn. 

The  Commission,  through  its  Conference  and  local  church  visits 
has  sponsored  participation  in  the  world  relief  work  as  admin- 
istered by  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  and  Church 
World  Service,  and  commends  these  projects  to  the  attention 
of  local  church  groups. 

We  commend  efforts  to  secure  land  for  the  use  of  our  summer 
camps  and  Conferences,  and  recommend  that  definite  action  be 
taken  by  the  Convention  to  effect  whatever  steps  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  this  program  to  completion  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  wish  to  endorse  heartily  the  objective  of  Christian  Unity 
as  embodied  in  the  program  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of 
Churches.  It  is  our  conviction  that  every  local  church  among  the 
Disciples  of  Christ  in  North  Carolina  give  serious  consideration 
in  its  budget  planning  to  the  support  of  the  Council. 

The  Commission  continues  to  emphasize  "A  Crusade  for  a 
Christian  World."  Through  its  director  and  other  members,  the 
Commission  has  been  represented  in  the  several  planning  meet- 
ings in  connection  with  the  Crusade,  and  now  is  projecting  a 
series  of  educational  conferences  to  be  held  in  October  or  No- 
vember, 1948.  These  will  be  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Commis- 
sion and  the  Woman's  Christian  Missionary  Societies  through 
their  general  secretary  and  will  be  directed  toward  helping  local 
churches  achieve  their  Crusade  objectives  in  (1)  Sunday  School 
expansion;  (2)  Missionary  Education;  (3)  Leaders  in  Training; 
and  (4)  Christian  Homes. 

Through  this  report  to  the  Convention,  the  request  is  made 
that  each  local  church  appoint  four  persons,  each  of  whom  will 
be  responsible  for  one  of  the  above  mentioned  Crusade  objectives. 
The  local  church  will  determine  who  these  persons  shall  be,  and 
they  may  be  persons  now  working  in  the  local  church  in  these 
respective  fields  or  new  appointees.  Individuals  should  be  se- 
lected who  shall  be  able  to  work  during  the  period  of  the  Crusade 
in  interpreting  these  specific  objectives  to  the  local  church  and 
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give  volunteer  guidance  in  achieving  them.  The  Educational 
Conferences  are  being  planned  to  aid  these  local  appointees  in 
their  tasks.

(1)  It  is  our  feeling  that  the  promotion  of  better  relations 
between  the  Colored  Disciples  and  the  White  Disciples  should  be 
continued  by  the  attendance  of  the  leaders  of  both  races  at  the 
other's  conventions  for  mutual  benefit  and  inspiration. 

(2)  We  feel  that  substantial  progress  is  being  made  by  the 
Negro  Churches  toward  the  completion  of  Goldsboro  Christian 
Institute  through  our  appropriations  to  assist  this  and  other 
work  among  Negro  Disciples. 

(3)  In  "The  Crusade  For  a  Christian  Woorld,"  recognition 
should  be  given  to  the  need  of  the  Negro  Church  for  field  work, 
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and  for  the  completion  of  their  school  building  in  Goldsboro,  and 
for  a  benevolent  home  for  the  needy  of  that  race. 

(4)  The  Disciplea'  Herald  is  a  North  Carolina  Negro  Dis?iple 
publication  and  we  suggest  that  ministers  among  our  people 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Colored  Disciples  should  receive 
and  study  this  periodical. 

(5)  We  congratulate  the  leaders  of  our  Colored  Disciples  for 
a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  service  in  extending  the  Kingdom 
of  God. 

(6)  We  call  attention  of  our  Ministers  to  the  work  of  the 
North  Carolina  Interracial  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches.

Ministerial  Character  Committee 
We  submit  the  following: 

The  Ministerial  Character  Committee  has  for  its  purpose  and 
function  the  lifting  of  the  personal  moral  life  of  our  North  Caro- 
lina Ministry  to  the  highest  possible  level.  There  is  no  attempt 
or  intention  to  set  up  ecclesiastical  authority.  Our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  Whose  we  are  and  Whom  we  serve  possesses  "all  author- 
ity both  in  heaven  and  upon  earth."  He  has  laid  down  the  law 
governing  His  servants  in  the  words,  "If  ye  love  me  ye  will  keep 
my  commandments.'  Therefore,  the  only  compulsion  connected 
with  the  work  of  such  standing  committees  as  Ministerial  Char- 
acter, and  Examination  and  Ordination,  is  the  compulsion  of  our 
love  for  Christ.  With  but  very  few  exceptions  our  North  Carolina 
Miristry  has  maintained  such  a  record  of  excellence  that  none 
have  had  reason  to  hesitate  to  appear  before  any  committee  or 
to  have  their  record  examined.  It  is  significant  that  a  number  of 
outstanding  ministers  of  our  brotherhood  on  taking  pastorates 
in  North  Carolina  have  been  willing  to  submit  their  credentials 
to  the  committee.  In  the  words  of  Abe  Cory  spoken  to  the  writer 
on  assuming  his  duties  as  pastor  at  Kinston,  "Yes,  I  was  delighted 
to  appear  before  the  committee.  I  was  pleased  to  find  such  a 
committee  functioning  in  North  Carolina." 

Having  in  mind  the  office  and  method  of  the  Ministerial  Char- 
acter Committee  an  effort  is  made  to  prevent  mistakes  on  the 
part  of  ministers  that  may  lead  to  their  undoing.  We  therefore 
urge  any  and  all  to  call  upon  the  committee  through  the  chair- 
man or  through  +ho  State  Secretary  for  such  prayerful  help  as 
ministers  should  ^  e  one  another  in  time  of  trial.  We  feel  that 
in  keeping  with  the  admonition  of  the  Apostle  Paul,  every  effort 
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should  be  made  to  restore  those  overtaken  in  a  fault  in  the  spirit 
of  humility. 

The  Ministerial  Character  Committee  also  has  for  its  work 
the  protection  of  the  good  name  of  our  ministry  against  wanton 
slander.  To  this  end  we  urge  our  brethren  to  report  unfavorable 
statements  concerning  the  character  of  any  of  our  ministers  so 
that  the  matter  may  be  investigated. 

Based  upon  authentic  reports  and  observations  during  the  past 
year,  your  committee  desires  to  call  attention  to  two  matters 
concerning  which  our  ministry  needs  to  be  on  guard.  First,  the 
matter  of  closing  a  pastorate  in  such  a  manner  as  to  safeguard  the 
life  of  the  church.  We  feel  that  it  is  a  grave  mistake  for  a  min- 
ister, having  resigned,  to  reconsider,  simply  because  of  the  im- 
portunity of  his  friends.  Such  action  is  almost  certain  to  cause 
dissatisfaction  among  those  opposed  to  his  leadership  and  may 
result  in  a  division  in  the  church.  Such  a  record  does  not  help 
any  preacher's  reputation.  No  matter  how  unjustly  the  minister 
may  have  been  treated  according  to  the  judgment  of  his  friends 
and  himself,  it  should  always  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  welfare 
of  the  church  for  which  Christ  "gave  himself  up,"  is  more  im- 
portant by  far  than  the  minister's  own  personal  rights.  When 
opposition  develops  to  the  point  that  he  is  seriously  hindered 
from  doing  his  best  work,  for  his  own  good  and  the  future  prog- 
ress of  the  church,  the  minister  should  seek  another  field  of  labor. 

Faced  with  uncertainty  a  minister  can  always  seek  the  advice 
of  the  State  Secretary  and  fellow  ministers  of  long  experience, 
who  have  known  the  problems  of  the  church  long  before  he 
assumed  the  pastorate  and  who  are  in  a  position  to  give  timely 
aid  in  making  a  wise  decision.  At  least  two  unpleasant  incidents 
have  occurred  during  the  past  year  which  could  have  been  avoided 
if  the  above  suggestions  had  been  followed.  In  closing  his  pas- 
torate the  minister  will  do  well  to  give  due  notice  to  the  church, 
avoid  unpleasant  and  regrettable  incidents  and  fill  his  last  ser- 
mons with  Christian  love.  Hie  friends  should  be  urged  to  co- 
operate heartily  with  his  successor  to  the  end  that  the  church 
may  go  on  to  greater  victories.  These  suggestions  hold  whether 
the  minister  has  resigned  of  his  own  accord  or  has  received  an 
unfavorable  vote  by  the  church.  It  is  our  recommendation  that 
the  ministerial  departments  of  our  colleges  and  graduate  schools 
give  careful  attention  to  the  instruction  of  ministerial  students 
in  the  matter  of  beginning  and  closing  a  pastorate.  A  book  like, 
"You  and  Your  Minister,"  by  Hampton  Adams,  may  be  circulated 
among  church  board  members  with  profit.  "The  Layman  Looks 
at  the  Minister,"  by  M.  H.  Leiffer,  and  "A  Minister's  Obstables," 
by  R.  G.  TurnbuU  will  do  for  our  ministers  today  what  "Preacher 
Problems"  by  W.  T.  Moore  did  for  preachers  of  the  last  genera- 
tion. 
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The  second  item  to  which  the  committee  calls  attention  is  the 
matter  of  a  minister's  indiscreet  words  or  actions  in  the  course 
of  pastoral  visitation.  In  our  day  of  the  distortion  of  sex  in  the 
moving  pictures  and  the  press,  ministers  need  to  be  especially 
careful  lest  their  words  or  actions  be  misinterpreted  and  become 
the  cause  of  idle  gossip  hurtful  alike  to  the  church  and  minister. 

This  report  is  submitted  in  the  spirit  of  love  and  deep  concern 
for  the  highest  excellence  of  our  North  Carolina  ministers  than 
whom  there  are  none  better  in  any  other  state  of  the  Union.

REPORT  OF  C.  C.  WARE,  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY  OP 
THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CHRISTIAN  MISSIONARY 
CONVENTION,  AT  ASHEVILLE,  1947. 

I.    The  Feld. 

Mount  Olive  (Wayne).  We  have  sustained  a  representative 
ministry  in  this  thriving  trucking-belt  town  since  organizing 
there  in  1  943.  J.  Thos.  Brown  is  rendering  a  solid,  consecrated 
ministry  there  and  is  laying  the  foundation  securely  for  a  church 
well-grounded  in  the  principles  of  Christian  truth  and  service. 

Burlington.  R.  V.  Hope  has  been  enabled  to  continue  a  full- 
time  resident  ministry  there  contacting  new  comers  to  this  thriv- 
ing industrial  center,  who  actively  participate,  or  who  are  inclin- 
ed to  participate  in  our  fellowship.  Progress  is  being  made  in 
planning  work  for  a  new  church  plant,  adequate  for  the  cause 
and  funds  are  steadily  accumulating  for  carrying  out  their  plans 
of  expansion.    The  church  is  growing  with  the  city. 

Lumberton.  Everett  J.  Harris  was  sustained  in  the  pastorate 
there  until  the  year's  close  when  E.  B.  Quick  succeeded  him. 
This  mission  is  altogether  remarkable  in  winning  popular  support, 
financially,  in  the  community;  much  of  their  progress  in  this 
respect,  being  attributable  to  the  spontaneous  and  constant  giv- 
ing of  non-Disciple  friends.  Under  the  successful  ministry  of 
E.  B.  Quick  they  promise  to  come  to  self-support  soon. 

Smithfield.  Our  Raleigh  pastor,  Newton  J.  Robison,  supplied 
their  pulpit  a  portion  of  the  year,  while  Jasalyn  Corbett  was  their 
resident  minister  during  the  summer,  followed  by  H.  Leroy  Har- 
ris at  close  of  the  year.  The  building  purchased  from  the  Pres- 
byterians has  been  paid  for  in  full,  and  the  way  cleared  for  fur- 
ther concrete  development  of  a  permanent  character.  There  has 
been  gratifying  increase  of  membership  due  largely  to  an  excel- 
lent revival  held  there  by  John  L.  Goff,  Williamston  pastor. 

High  Point  (Central).  There  a  new  plant  was  erected,  the  loan 
for  it  being  fully  sponsored  by  the  State  Service,  as  was  also  their 
loan  to  acquire  the  spacious  lot,  at  the  desirable  site,  opposite  the

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city's  main  public  school  center.  The  first  loan  they  paid  prompt- 
ly in  full,  clearing  the  way  for  the  second  loan,  which  has  every 
indication  of  succeeding  as  well  as  the  first.  The  building  of 
their  plant,  adequate  for  current  needs,  and  creditable  in  every 
wa:\  has  given  them  new  life.  This  is  a  loyal  Brotherhood  church, 
tried  as  by  fire;  a  mission  of  first  importance  to  our  faith  in  one 
of  North  Carolina's  greatest  manufacturing  centers.  Joseph  D. 
Boyd  preaches  each  Lord's  Day  to  them. 

Gastoxia.  Arthur  P.  Wilson,  our  Charlotte  pastor,  continued 
his  leadership  there  in  the  Lord's  Day  afternoon  services.  This 
small  mission  had  severe  losses  by  death  and  removal  and  needs 
some  permanent,  practical  housing,  along  with  a  strong,  sustain- 
ed, evangelistic  development  for  a  secure,  worthy  future. 

Cove  City.  Jasalyn  Corbett,  senior  ministerial  student  in  At- 
lantic Christian  College,  has  served  well  this  field,  which  has 
bhown.  consistently,  a  steady,  gratifying  growth.  They  need  a 
remodeled  plant,  which  is  planned  for  early  realization. 

Live  Oak  GpwOve.  Jasalyn  Corbett  has  also  served  well  this 
isolated  rural  congregation  down  among  the  blueberry  planta- 
tions of  Carteret  County.  This  is  an  important  rural  mission 
which  will  not  be  so  isolated,  when  our  Morehead  City  mission 
within  a  few  miles,  which  now  looms  largely  for  early  develop- 
ment, is  reopened. 

Westeeville.  Perry  Case,  of  our  A.  C.  College  faculty,  has  min- 
istered successfully  to  this  prosperous  town  in  lower  Pitt  County. 
They  are  preparing  to  build  an  adequate  plant,  to  take  the  place 
of  the  former  Methodist  Church  which  we  purchased.  Also  they 
hope  soon  to  come  to  half-time  preaching.  Constant  substantial 
growth  at  this  mission  has  been  truly  heartwarming. 

Albe-maele  Distbict.  Gladys  Whitley  of  Pantego,  who  became 
Mrs.  J.  Walter  Lollis,  continued  her  work  until  June  1,  19  47. 
Her  service  in  educational  evangelism  is  of  permanent  worth. 
She  truly  brought  a  vision  of  united  brotherhood  at  many  points 
of  contact  in  the  large  area  she  served.  It  will  bear  fruit  through- 
out the  years  to  come. 

Religious  Educatio^t.  Through  a  very  substantial  appropria- 
tion for  the  year  to  the  office  of  Thomas  P.  Inabinett,  State  Direc- 
tor of  Religious  Education,  we  shared  specifically  to  a  marked 
degree  in  the  work  of  our  Educational  Commission  in  North  Caro- 
lina. This  work  is  growing.  It  is  highly  gratifying.  With  great 
camp-sites  in  the  oSing,  for  concrete  equipment  for  this  cultural 
de"<'elopment,  our  vision  is  inspired  with  thrills  of  our  radiant 
tomorrow. 

Stttdext  Ce>-tees.  At  Raleigh  and  Greensboro  aid  was  given 
toward  reaching  Disciple  students  resident  in  those  educational 
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centers,  by  available  personnel  for  such  vital  contacts.  This  is 
an  enormous  field.  If  all  the  State  Mission  funds  asembled  since 
1883,  throughout  the  entire  history  of  The  North  Carolina  Chris- 
tian Missionary  Convention,  were  lumped  together  and  used  most 
constructively  and  economically,  at  once,  and  completely,  it  would 
be  definitely  inadequate  to  meet  our  expanding  needs  in  this 
tremendous  field  in  North  Carolina's  teeming  educational  cen- 
ters. 

Negro  Disciples.  As  our  Treasurer's  report  will  show,  our  state 
service  is  helping  substantially  our  Negro  brethren  in  their  build- 
ing of  their  Goldsboro  Christian  Institute.  This  is  a  worthy 
enterprise  indeed,  vital  to  their  educational  and  organizational 
development.  No  more  appreciative  people  live  in  our  midst 
than  these  Negroes,  and  perhaps  none  more  needy  of  our  spiritual 
fellowship  for  the  proper  direction  of  their  large  constituency. 

Pastoral  Regime.  We  have  been  distressed  for  some  years 
with  shortage  in  qualified  personnel  for  our  pulpits  which  are 
growing  in  number,  and  also  in  exactions  for  service.  There  are 
many  knotty  problems  in  effecting  due  reciprocity  in  each  in- 
stance between  preacher  and  pulpit.  However  for  this  past  year 
for  our  full-time  ministry  .we  have  located:  Lamar  Hocker  at 
Charlotte,  A.  B.  Crocker  at  Elizabeth  City,  W.  T.  Nichols  at. 
Asheville,  Ivan  Adams  at  Belhaven,  Horace  G.  Quigley  at  Rich- 
lands,  Byron  Carlisle  at  Wilmington,  E.  B.  Quick  at  Lumberton!,. 
Rabon  A.  Rose  at  LaGrange-Wheat  Swamp,  Howard  G.  James  at 
Pfafftown,  Henry  C.  Hilliard  at  Rosebud,  H.  LeRoy  Harris  at 
Wendell-Smithfield,  and  a  number  for  itinerant  part-time  service. 

The  Secretary's  Work.  Chas.  C.  Ware,  State  Secretary.  Days„ 
365;  sermons  and  addresses,  127;  mileage,  21,770  by  automo- 
bile, plus  4050  by  railway;  total  mileage,  25,820;  attended  Dia^ 
trict  Conventions:  Albemarle  (4  times),  Mill  Creek  (twice),  Pam- 
lico (twice),  Hookerton,  Coastal  Plains,  Southeastern,  Piedmont; 
Mid-Winter  Ministers  Retreat  at  New  Holland  in  February;  Negra 
Disciples  Institute  at  Goldsboro  in  March  and  their  Assembly  at 
Wilson  in  October;  Unified  Promotion  in  Indianapolis  in  April; 
State  Secretaries'  Meeting  at  St.  Louis  in  December,  1946;  Inter- 
national and  World  Convention  at  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  in  August; 
Crusade  Conferences  at  Wilson,  Raleigh  and  Kinston,  and  Assem- 
blies at  Winston-Salem  and  Kinston;  Visitation  Evangelism  Con- 
ference at  Richmond  in  April;  taught  in  Youth  Conference  at 
Wilson  June  1-7;  led  in  One  Day  Fellowship  Meetings,  September 
14-24;  received  in  cash  offerings  to  State  Missions  to  October  31, 
1947,  $7,998.59,  of  which  $195.00  was  in  special  individual  gifts, 
and  $1,159.66  from  Unified  Promotion,  and  the  remaining  $6,- 
643.93  coming  from  churches,  Bible  Schools  and  other  sources 
within  our  North  Carolina  Brotherhood. 
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II.    The  Support. 

The  regular  report  of  W.  H.  Woolard,  Treasurer  (submitted 
in  this  Year  Book)  will  show  sources  and  respective  amounts  of 
all  State  Missionary  offerings  for  his  book  year  closing  Oct.  31, 
1947.  Our  Board  of  Managers  met  regularly  each  quarter  for 
executive  service.  These  meetings  were  held  at  Greenville  in 
November,  at  Raleigh  in  June  and  September  and  at  New  Holland 
in  February. 

The  following  is  a  classified  summary  of  cash  offerings  direct 
to  C.  C.  Ware,  Corresponding  Secretary,  for  State  Missions,  by 
North  Carolina  Disciples  of  Christ  for  the  year  ending  at  our 
Asheville  State  Convention,  November  4-6,  1947.

Comparing  the  above  table  for  19  47  with  the  same  table  for 
the  preceding  year,  1946,  we  find  that  in  1947,  we  lost  17%  in 
gross  receipts  over  1946.  The  drop  was  from  a  gross  of  $13,714.43 
in  J  946  to  $11,389.00  in  1947.  But  in  1946  we  received  for  State 
Missions  a  total  of  $2,100.00  from  War  Service  Fund  (Feb.  1946), 
while  in  1947,  we  received  nothing  from  that  source,  as  the  en- 
tire amount  of  1947  went  to  relief  of  war-devastated  peoples,  no 
brotherhood  cause  of  our  communion  receiving  any  amount, 
whatever.  Therefore  we  get  a  true  comparison  in  checking  reg- 
ular receipts.  And  this  is  what  we  find:  Our  State  Missions 
regular  receipts  in  1946  were  $11,614.43,  and  in  1947,  they  were 
$11,3  8  9.00,  as  shown  above.  Thus  our  loss  in  regular  receipts 
for  19  47,  as  compared  with  1946,  is  only  $225.43,  which  is  two 
per  cent.  This  is  a  small  loss  indeed  and  could  have  been  ob- 
viated readily  by  a  very  few  strongly  supporting  churches  which 
ordinarily  meet  their  full  quotas,  but  who  were  obsessed  at  Ashe- 
ville Convention  time  by  heavy  outlays  on  local  utility  improve- 
ments. 

We  are  deeply  grateful,  however,  for  what,  on  the  whole,  was 
most  encouraging  support.  Some  churches  made  the  largest 
offerings  of  their  history.  No  Crusade  money  as  yet  has  cofne 
to  our  hand  for  meeting  our  great  strategic  needs  of  our  grow- 
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ing  state  service.  Our  regular  giving  will  have  to  be  on  a  very- 
high  level  indeed  for  this  current  year  now  beginning,  if  we 
really  meet  our  obligations  on  commitments  which  are  in  excess 
of  $15,000.00  for  the  year,  the  largest  such  budget  projected  in 
oui  Carolina  history.

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THE  CHURCHES  WITH  FULL-TIME  RESIDENT  MINISTERS 

It  is  to  be  noted  with  regret  that  thirteen  churches  of  the  fol- 
lowing full-time  list  changed  ministers  since  report  in  our  1947 
Year  Book.  However,  we  see  not  even  one  vacancy  in  the  pul- 
pitc  of  these  forty-five  full-time  churches.  This  is  altogether  re- 
markable, in  view  of  current  shortage  in  ministerial  personnel. 
This  is  the  largest  number  of  full-time  churches  we  have  ever 
had.  Our  list  for  the  first  time,  this  year,  is  properly  inclusive 
of  such  new  pastoral  unities  as  consist  of  no  more  than  two 
churches  each,  having  respectively  their  resident  ministers  each 
giving  his  time  wholly  to  this  intensive  pastorate  in  such  a  com- 
pact area  as  to  constitute  really  one  parish.  We  hope  fervently 
thie  list  will  increase  each  year.  This  group  of  "major  league" 
churches  sets  a  praiseworthy  example  for  other  resourceful 
churches  to  effect  the  same  intensive  fruitful  ministry,  who  are 
complacently  enjoying  only  part-time  service.

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SALARIES  OF  OUR  PREACHERS 


The  following  table  shows  how  the  average  annual  salary  of 
ministers  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  North  Carolina  has  changed 
over  the  twenty  year  period  from  1929  to  1948.  After  a  four- 
year  decline  from  19  29  to  193  3,  it  is  heartening  to  see  an  in- 
crease in  1934-1937.  and  1941-1948.  Cost  of  living  during  this 
inflationary  period  has  increased  90%  or  more,  while  our  average 
preachers'  salary  hay  netted  gain  of  only  67%.  Out  of  the  whole 
enrolled  number  of  95  ministers,  12  have  no  regular  appointments^ 
and  a  large  proportion  of  the  8  8  who  have  regular  appointments 
haxe  to  earn  a  considerable  if  not  a  major  part  of  their  living  out 
of  secular  work.  It  is  devoutly  hoped  that  the  average  of  such 
salaries  may  increase  in  due  ratio  with  actual  need  of  our  minis- 
ters, that  the  churches  may  be  provided  with  a  growing,  effective 
ministry.  The  ministers  should  be  able  to  live  on  the  fields  which 
they  respectively  serve  and  respond  adequately  to  a  New  Testa- 
ment ideal  in  giving  themselves  "wholly  to  the  ministry."

CRUSADE  GIFTS  TO  JUNE  '30,  1948 

Following  is  the  total  giving  in  cash  by  churches,  North  Caro- 
lina Disciples  of  Christ,  for  the  Crusade  for  a  Christian  World  for 
the  first  third  of  the  Crusade  period,  as  the  books  closed  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1948.  The  amount  credited  in  each  in- 
stance includes  all  giving  on  the  Week  of  Compassion  both  in  1947 
and  in  1948.  The  total  State  Goal  for  the  Crusade  is  .$260,075.00, 
which  is  $86,691.66  per  year.
